NOTICE OF REFERENDUM 

 

Pursuant to Section 8-5 A) of the East Windsor Town Charter, as amended, notice is hereby 

given to the electors and taxpayers of the Town of East Windsor who are qualified to vote in a 

referendum will be held on May 11, 2021 between the hours of 6AM and 8:00 PM for the 

purpose of voting on the following: 

 

1) “Shall the Fiscal Year 2021/2022 Annual Budget of $41,826,779 proposed by the Board 

of Finance for the Town of East Windsor be approved? YES NO” 

 

2) “Shall the Town of East Windsor (the “Town”) appropriate $3,500,000 for the purpose of 

repaying the Town’s outstanding debt, including, but not limited to, all or any portion of 

the Town’s 2014 General Obligation Refunding Bonds, the Town’s 2016 General 

Obligation Bonds, the Town’s 2019 General Obligation Bonds, the Town’s 2012 Rural 

Development Loan, the Town’s 2015 Rural Development Loan and/or the Town’s 

outstanding capital leases (collectively, the “Outstanding Obligations”), and to pay such 

additional costs and expenses related thereto, as the First Selectman and the 

Treasurer/Finance Director shall approve? YES NO” 

 

3) “Shall the Fiscal Year 2021/2022 Annual Budget of $957,327 proposed by the Board of 

Finance for the Town of East Windsor – Broad Brook Fire Department be approved? 

 YES NO” 

 

The voting will be by Optical Scan voting machine.  Those desiring to vote in favor of said 

resolution shall mark their ballot  “YES”. Those desiring to vote against said resolution shall 

mark their ballot  “NO”. 

 

The polls will be open during the hours between 6:00AM and 8:00PM.  Electors will cast their 

votes at the following polling places: 

 

 District No. 1  Town Hall Annex 

    25 School Street 

    East Windsor 

 

 District No. 2  Town Hall 

    11 Rye Street 

    Broad Brook 

 

Taxpayers who are not voters will vote at the Town Hall ONLY. 

 

Absentee Ballots will be issued pursuant to CGS Secs. 9-140 and 9-369c. 

Absentee Ballots will be available from 4/26/2021 to 5/10/2021 in the Town Clerks Office. 

 



The voting will take place pursuant to the provisions of the General Statutes of Connecticut, as 

amended, and the votes will be cast and canvassed and the results determined and certified as 

nearly as may be, in accordance with the laws governing the election of Town Officials.
